Abel did not know Hayhanen 
had defected and worked with 
him until he w as arrested by the 
FBI in the Hotel Latham. The 
defector’s testim ony at a dram a­ 
tic trial got Abel a 30-year sen­ 
tence. Later Abel was exchang­ 
ed for U-2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers.
